“SERIOUS CONSEQUENCES 


I SUSPECT every middle-aged. 


person has. suffered the pangs 


of toothache at some time. 

Toothache has. many causes, 
and a treatment. which helps. 
one kind may make another 
kind. worse. The most com- 
mon and -~perhaps the most 
excruciating. toothache comes. 
from an exposed nerv~ or pulp. 
A tooth is something like a 
pipe stem. There is a canal 
in the center which is filled 
with pulp. This consists of 
some connective tissue, blood 
and lymph, vessels and the 
nerves. 

When a tooth decays, this 
pulp and nerves are exposed to. 
air, food particles and germs 
which ave always ~resent in the 
mouth. Chill‘ng or other ir- 
ritation causes this pulp tissue 
to swe: with resu.ting press- 
ur2 on the nerves and jump- 
ing toochache. This can be 
helped cemporarily py gently 
picking out the fooc particles 
in the cavity and filling it 
with a small piece of cotton, 
saturated with oi} o. cloves 
and packed in tight, but se- 
vere damage is taking place 
and a dentist should be con- 
sulted at once. 

A tooth .es not «lways 
ache when the pulp becomes 


and more pus forms. Sooner 
or later this pus will force it- 
self into the opening in tie 
end of she roo, and attack 
the bone at che root, 

There may not be much pain 
while this is going on, but 
the tooth will be tender to 
cold and when yov bite on it. 
Slowly an abscess forms at the 
root. A good dentist can give 


_ tissues 


prompt. relief, for this condi- 
tion, but if it. is neglected, the 
_ .bout the end of the 
tooth root will decay, and the 
pus will break down. both the 
bone and soft. tissues. If the 
pus can get. out, not much 
pain. will result, vut. some of 
the germs may be absorbed 
into the blood stream, caus- 
ing rhasumatism, joint troubles, 
high blood pressure, kidney 
disease, and possibly severe 
heart disease. 

At first’ there is’ no swell- 
ii.g, but. slowly the pus will 
work througk the bone and 
come to the surface. This 
pain is extremely severe while 
the abscess is forming. The 
best home treatment is the 
pplication of a small mus- 
tard plaster to the gum; _ they 
can be purchased at. the drug 
store as a ‘oothache plaster. 
The application of an ice bag 
helps. reduce pain. .‘. hot water 
bottle often. wil’ increas: the 
pain. 

When the swelling reaches 
the gum surfac. it should be 
lanced. Then a dentist should 
oe seen and allow him to de- 
termine whether to extract the 
tooth or try to save it. 

The home w«eatment for 
toothache varies with the con- 
dition. Pain in a live tooth is 
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be removed or treated should 
be decided only by . :ompetent 
dentist. A dead tootk may be 
eleaned out and cared for and 


give good service for a long~ 


time. Lf -:he infection cannot 
be removed, the tooth should 
be extracted. Toothache or 
a sore tooth is a warning that 
there is trouble and you should 
see your dentist at once.

“HOW CAN I start a home 


workshop? What tools do I 
need?” 

In recent weeks, my mail has 
been over-flowing with letters 
asking these questions. So, if 
you old-timers don’t mind, we'll 
.make hand tools the subjeet of 
the column this weex, because 
‘we're always glad to welcome 
newcomers among us, 

Like many of our craftsmen, 
! my own shop started with an 
‘assortment of primary hand 
tools. It’s an inexpensive be- 
’ ginning snd, once the amateur 
has mastered hand tools and 
:Jearned to work common var- 
‘feties of wood. he is well quali- 
fied to graduate into advanced, 
‘motorized shop practice. 

The I'et of hand tools begins 
with the hammer. For all 
Yound service, a 12 to 16-oz. 
claw tyne, (see picture C-1) is 

. good, This can: be supplement- 
ed with a lighter one of the 
same type (see picture C-2) and 
with a  ballpean machinists’ 
hammer (see picture O-3, for 
riveting and such jobs, 

_ Saws are next, Being held in 
‘the hands pictured in A-1 is a 
‘97-inch medium-tooth crosscut 
_gaw, It can be used also for 
ripping. if necessary. For curv- 
ed and inside cutting, che coping 
‘and compass saws are tho 
tieket, (see picture A-2) with 
the small jewelers’ saw as a 
choice for modelmakers work- 
ing both in wood and in soft 
metals (see pictrre A-3). The 
. dovetail, or hacksaw, shouldn’t 
be overlooked either (see pic- 
ture A-4). It’s a dandy for cut- 
ting tenons and for general 
bench work. 

Here’s where we start smooth- 
ing up the saw cuts, The 10-inch 
smooth plane and a block plane 
for cutting across grain should 
both be in the craftsman’s kit

WINTER FEEDING STATIONS CONSERVE GAME BIRDS 


LAST WEEK, you will recall, 
we discussed the need for con- 
trolling the numbers of preda- 
tory birds and animals to pro- 
tect the useful wildlife. We 
tlso found owt just what 
species, mainly, are considered 
harmful. 

Predators are aclive during 
the winter, and in the spring 
muting and rearing periods. It 
ig then they should be thinned 
out In many regions to save the 
desirable game. 

When the snow is deep, wild- 
life cannot readily escape their 
enemies, and with the natural 
food supply on the ground cov- 
ered, hunge inereases and the 
predators relentlessly attack, 
Man must step in and safe- 
guard the beneficial birds and 
animals, 

This task is an important 
facto, In the game management 
program. And it gives sports- 
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men a welcomed opportunity to 
be aficld with shotgun and 
small bore rifle at a time when 
the senson is closed for taking 
wild game. We are able to keep 
in shooting practice, enjoy 
healthful outdoor exercise, and 
niaterially lielp to improve hunt- 
ing conditions. 

But we must do more, if we 
want to assure oureslves of con- 
tinued good sport. During, 
severe winters, when the snow 
ix exceptionaliy deep or the sur- 
face glazed by a hard crust; 
pheasants, grouse, and other 
birds find ‘t difficult, and often 
impossible, to secure enough to 
ent. Long and bitter storms 
prevent them from obtaining 
sfficient nutriment, and a 
large rtumber of birds starve to 
death, - ; 

This great loss of wildlife can 
bo averted if feeding stations 
ate vel up by sportsmen at ad- 
vanlageous points where the 
birds congregate. These places 
my be at the edges of woods, 
near bush-lined fences, in ever- 
green trod swamps, and similar 
protected areas, Throughout 
any country district there ars 
iiany such apots where corn 
and other grain may be seat. 
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tered and thus save ¢runtless 
game birds. 

It is advisable to erect 2 spa- 
clous open-face, lean-to shelter, 
with back to the prevailing 
vtind, so the pheasants and 
grouse can escape the brunt of 
a storm, eat in comparative 
comfort, and be wheru the snow 
will not pile up too deeply. 
Ivergreen boughs, or corn- 
stalks, make an excellent wind- 
break and hold back the snow. 

The snow in front of the lean- 
to shelters may be packed down, 
and the grain scattered widely 
so as many birds as possible 
wi have a chante to feed. At 
first they will be hesitant about 
coming tu the man-made out- 
door restaurant, but hunger will 
overcome their fears and send 
them regularly to these sta- 
tions, The shelters should be 
built in ‘eepirig with the na- 
tural surroutdings as nearly as 
possible, ; 2 

Groups of local sportsmen, 
Hoy Scouts, and interested in- 
dividuals can do much toward 
preserving the aupply of wild- 
life by feeding the game birds 


during severe winter periods, It

EVER SINCE he firat entered 
motion pictures jin 1920, Tay 
Garnett hag been trying to de- 
cide whether to be a director or 
a world traveler. In 1935, after 
fifteen decidedly active years in 
Hollywood as a director, writer 
and scenarist, and fifteen years 
of planning a world cruise, he 
finally decided to take the beat 
way out—and beconie both! It is 
because of this decision, that

“Athene" and allowed no diréet. 
‘ing assignments to interfore

“Some four Novembers ago, 
when he ¢inbarked on his world 
cruise, hé knew before he lett 
that he could never forget mo- 
tion piettire dirseting for a whole 
year, Enthusiaatic sailor that he 
was, he was algo a true director, 
But today he insists that he sur. 
prised even himself when he 
started to rig up hig boat as a 


complete floating movie studio, 
He stowed away arc lights, bat- 
teries, camera dollies, all kinds 
of cameras and thousands of 
feet of film. When he interview. 
ed prospective members of his 
crew, in reality he was asking 
them what they knew about 
cameras. 

So off he started, with his wifa 
as first mate. Honolulu, Guam, 
Luzon and Manila were early 
stops, While they hunted game, 
stalked elephants and lived like 
natives, their cameras were con.

IODINE SERVES AS BEST REMEDY 
FOR SIMPLE GOITRE —- 


OPERATIONS on the thyroid 
gland have become so common 
in the Jast few years, and we 
talk about them so much, that 
many persons think an operation 


’ is the only way to treat thyroid 


troubles, In fact, operation is 
needed in comparatively few of 
these troubles. 

A physician often hesitates 
to say, “Dhyroid trouble,” be- 
cause the next quéstion often is, 
“Will I have to be operated 
on?” In the vast majority of 
cases the answer is “No,” 

The thyroid gland is one of 
the organs of internal secretion 
and fs situated in the neck just 
below the Adam’s apple. When 
healthy it can neither be seen 
nor felt. Its function ig to make 
and deliver a special fodine- 
bearing substance called thy- 
roxin to the blood stream. 

Thyroxin belongs to that 
class. of substances called hor- 
mones, It causes an accelern- 
tion in the rate of oxidation of 
food substances in every tissue 
of the body, i a 

This gland frequently fails 
to work properly due to diseaxe, 
As a resilt several different 
conditions arise. They are all 
remedied in different ways, To 
function properly, the thyrold 
must have supplied to it a tiny 
quantity of fodine, whieh it 
takes up and uses to manufac. 
ture thyroxin, 

Men anid animals obtain thelr 
lodite from food and drink, In 
certain regions the soil does not 
oyntain foding, hence vegetables 
aid water do not contain it and 
the thyroid suffers, 

Kf the thyrofd gland does not 
receive iodine, it enlarges fn the 
cffort to produce enough thyroxe 
in, Any enlatkeniént of the thy. 
roid glarid is called “goitre.” If 
it be due to Jack of lodine tt is 
called « simple or ¢olloid goltre, 
Thie fa the variety which we seo 
in rapidly growing young girls 


wore & Miatked enlargement, 


With this type, operation for re- 
moval“of a portion only adds to 
the trouble. It can be prevented 
and cured by supplying a suf- 
ficient amount of iodine, — 

In some goitre regions this is 
supplied by the use of so-called 
iodized salt, 

Simple goitre causes no 
trouble except the unsightly 
swelling, As they grow older, 
patients with such enlargements 
may develop other forms of 
goitre. Its preverition and cure 
become very important, for this 
réagon, 

Another important type of 
thyroid trouble results from in- 
activity of the gland from some 
internal cause, The glane may 
dry up and become incapable of 
making thyroxin, All bodily 
processes slow down, This in- 
dividual becomes bloated and 
stupid looking, sluggish, always 
chilly and wants to keep still 
and warm. 

If this condition ts recognized 
early, it can be cured by the ad~ 
ministration of tablets inade 
from the dried thyrold glands of 
anininls, Thyroid feeding may be 
neccesary throughout life, 

Lack of thyrold in Infandy 
atid eatly childhood {gs much 
move seriona if it is not recog. 
nized early and treated continn« 
ously with thyrofd gland. Stunt 
ing of mental and bodily growth 
will occtit, which ho amount of 
thyroid In latex years will cor- 
rect, These persons are enlled 
ereting, Any child that appears 
stupid, anid whose lpa are thick, 
whose toigue protrudes, whose 
abdomen bulges, whoye ery is 
sharp, should be examined by a 
physician. 

_ When for some reason the 
thyrold gland makex toe mach 
thyroxin, the patients are over. 
active and irritable, The pulse is 
rapid, the lips and fingers trem- 
ble, In apite of « ravenciia ah-

Here are some ideas for din- 
ner tables that take a bit of ex. 
tra trouble, But most. of them 
can be worked out with your old 
things as the nucleus of decora- 
tion. For instance, if you happen 
to have: 

White plates with gold band 
design... spread your table with 
white damask, faultlessly iron- 
ed, and make a centerpiece out 
of gilded leaves and purple 
grapes.

-—~An imposing array of old 
cut-glass ,.. take it off the shelf 
and Jet it sparkle again, for cut 
glass is coming back into fash- 
ion. How very lovely it would 
look on a cloth of pale green with

Or let your old cut glass 
glisten on bare polished wood 
without table cloth or mat, Then 
I'd want the chrysanthemums 
for the centerpiece to be all in 
white.

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MANY FACTORS NECESSARY TO HEALTHY GROWTH OF HOUSE PLANTS 


AT THIS TIME of year most 
gardeners have already gotten 
their indoor gardeng of to a 
good start. It is never too late, 
however, to plant an indoor gar- 
den and if you have not started 
yours, now is as good a time as 
anytodoso, = : 
Good luck with house plants 
depends on almost a dozen fac- 
tors, but hous. plants will often 
get along well when one or two 
factors are unfavorable provid. 
ing all the other factors are fay- 
orable enough. Those that will 
hot bloom may often be grown 
as foliage plants and are just as 
ecorative, = 
TEMPERATURE: — Most 
plants grow at their best in a 
fairly even temperature, but 
there are many varieties which - 
will endure considerable changes 
in temperature, No plant of the 
common house variety will stand 
up under freezing temperatures, 
ut there are a few which will 
endure temperatures below 40 
degrees, dite. 
Ferns, palms, rubber-plants, 
and most begonias are at their 
beat in a day temperature of 66 
to 65 degrees and 56 to 60 des 
grees at night. Poinsettias and 
Christmas cacti thrive in a day 
teniperature of 70 degrees, 
When you. purchase your 
plants inquire from the floriat or 
grower ns to the temperatures 
in which they will thrive, Re 
member that plants like a night 
temperature of 5 to 16 degrees 
lower than the day femporature 
and, above all, keep in mind that 
chilling caused by ‘sudden 
changes in temperature fx much 


harder eo plants than an even, 


low temperature. Drafts are re- 
sponsible for the deaths of many 
house plants, Even though all 
other factors are favorable, few 
plants will survive drafts. 
Plants may be covered at night 
if the temperature falls too low. 
LIGHT—House plants need 
light in order to bloom, but 
many will make leaf growth 
with comparatively little of it. 
Small plants instead of huge 
Specimens are the style in room 
decoration today so that light is 
not the most important factor in 
house plant growth. If there is 
one choice light spot in the room 
and several plants, it is wise to 
let them all have this spot turn 
and turn about. Too strong sun« 
light, especially if it alternates 
with cloudy weather, is as hard 
on plants as too little sunlight. 
WATERING . Plante need 
moisture both in the soil and in

Symptoms of underwat- 
ering and overwatering are the 
same, yellowing and falling 
leaves, Never allow the soil to 
become dry enough to draw 
away from the sides of the pot, 
but never keep it soggy wet 
Give more water in warm rooms 
than in cool ones; more in dry 
rooms than in humid ones; niore 
on sunny days than on cloudy 
days; more to plants in small 
pots than to plants in large ones; 
more to plants in porous pots 
than to plants in glazed pots; 
and more to those in pots with 
holes in the bottom than to those 
in dishes, bowls, and pots with 
no holes for drainage, Plants 
should be watered during the 
morning in cold weather and 
with water of room temperature, 
HUMIDITY — The aie in 
Wwarhl rooms generally has too 
little moisture for the needs of 
plants and causes them to wilt, 
A good way to freshen plants is 
to allow them to pick up mois+ 
fure evaporated from the floor, 
Set the plants on the cellar Noor 
overnight, first wetting the apot, 
In schoolrooms and offices, 
plants will best overcome the 
dryness of the air, if they are 
placed on trays filled with wells 
Saturated peat moss or sand, 
SOIL AND PERTILIZER — 
Most house plants will grow in 
ordinary garden soil, but x light. 
er soil is better. A popular mix. 
ture is equal parts of rotted sod, 
Barden loam, two-year _rotted 
cow manure and sand. Foliage 
plants noed fertilizer only in the 
summer, but blooming plants 
need fertilizer while budding and 
blooming. Bext fertilizer is 


liquid manure the color of weak 
tea prepared from allowing 
water to stand over rotted 
manure, bone-meal or commer- 
cial fertilizer in a covered pail. 
A half cupful every week or ten 
days will do for most plants, 

POTTING AND REPU'TTING 
—~Pots, whether they haye holes 
in the bottom or not, should 
have an inch or two of cinders, 
pebbles, or broken flower pots in 
the bottom for drainage, Soil 
Should come to within a quarter 
inch of the top, and should be 
firm but not tightly packed, 

To repot a plant, first water 
well, Place hand across top of 
pot with fingers on both sides of 
the plant, tip pot upside down, 
strike side of pot against the 
edge of a table, and the entire 
mass of plant and soil should 
come out in the hand. If the roots 
do not fill the soil, repot in a 
smaller pot; if they seem crowd- 
ed, repot in a size larger pot. T'oo 
large « pot is worse than one too 
small. 7 

VENTILATION-~Fresh air ts 
nevessary to plants but must be 
supplied without drafts or chills 
ing. If you keep bedroom win- 
dows open at night and leave 
bedroom doors open during tha

Many of these necklaces were 
decidedly exotic or Eastern in 
character and combined dazzling 
colored stones with gold but the 
Old Guard, of course, dripped 
with pearls or sparkled with 
diamonds in rivalry to the neon 
lights. 


Among the furs, which are al- 
ways of tremendous interest and 
enormous value, was a very 
oceasional and all but priceless 
chinchilla. Silver fox muffs and 
jackets were present in abun- 
dance, sometimes worn over 
black velvet but almost as often 
over color. 

Brilliant flashes of purple 
were an arresting color note, in 
velvet especially, and in one or 
two instances combined with red 
or fuchsia, Possibly because 
bright colors are so command- 
ing I was the most impressed 
by them but, as a matter of fact, 
there were not only many all- 
white gowns but many in deli- 
tate pastel blue and pale pink 
with the blue shades more gen- 
erally favored,
